Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim(s) 1-9 and 14-28, drawn to polynucleotide, cell and method, including 
the 7s basic globulin leader and the 7s basic globulin promoter. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-5, and 10-28, drawn to polynucleotide, cell and method, including 
the beta conglycinine leader and the beta conglycinine promoter. 

Group III, claim(s) 1-5, 8-11 and 14-28, drawn to polynucleotide, cell and method, 
including the 7 s basic globulin leader and the beta conglycinine promoter. 

Group IV, claim(s) s 1-7 and 12-28, drawn to polynucleotide, cell and method, including 
the beta conglycinine leader and the 7s basic globulin promoter. 

Group V, claim(s) s 29-34 and 41-49, drawn to a plant expression cassette, including 
the 7s basic globulin promoter. 
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Group VI, claim(s) 35-40 and 50-58, drawn to a plant expression cassette, including the 
beta conglycinine promoter.

Groups 
I, IV and V share a special technical feature, the 7s basic globulin promoter which does not 
represent a contribution over the art as evidenced again by Shewry et al. 1995. Groups IT, III and 
VI share a special technical feature, the beta conglycinine promoter which does not represent a 
contribution over the art as evidenced again by Shewry et al. 1995.
